WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter and senior U.S. officials are 
anxiously awaiting word from 
Jerusalem on the fate of the Ieraeli- 
Egyptian draft peace treaty.

Moderate countries win UNESCO votes 


PARIS (UPI). — Moderate countries 
won two quick tests of atrength 
yesterday with militants at the open- 
ing of the five-week general con- 
ference of the UN Educational, 
Scientific and Cuitural Organization 
(UNESCO), but major debates over 
racism, colonialiam, and the flow of 
the news are yet to come. 

Delegates narrowly elected 
Napoleon LeBlanc, a Canadian 
educator, as conference chairman 
over Jordanian Education Minister 
Abdel Salem Majali, 60-54, and turn- 
ed down 2 Soviet bloc move to bar 
Chile from participation, 

LeBlanc, director of adult educa- 
tion at Quebec's Laval University, 
had been recommended by the ex- 
ecutive committee. He represents 
the Western group of nations to 
whom the conference chairmanship 
shauld go by rotation. The Arabs had 
hoped to force Majali's election to 
the post. 

Delegates at the opening session 
refused to split along Ideological 
nes over the seating of Chile. 

The Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, 
East Germany and Cuba demanded 
that Chile be barred on grounds that 
it 1s a dictatorship. But the Panama- 
nian delegate sald such an ijasue 
could raise a question with respect to 
many other delegations. There was 
no further discussion, and Chile was 
seated along with delegates from 143 
other countries. 

The conference runs through 
November 28. The most burning

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part, If any, governments should 
play in gathering and distributing it. 

Also at jasue are Israeli policies in 
Arab territories on public education 
and on archaeological digs in 
Jerusalem. The Arab countries say 
there is too little education and too 
much digging and that both add up to 
racism and neo-colonialism, 

The debate centres on a draft 
declaration, proposed by the Soviets 
and warmly embraced by many 
Third World countries. declaring It is 
the duty οἵ the world’s press, radio 
and television to fight ‘‘war 
propaganda, racism, apartheid, 
colonialism, and neo-colontalism."

The Beit El issue is viewed by the 
government with trepidation since 
this is the εἰσὶ time the High Court of 
Justice has issued an injunction 
against construction in a Jewish 
settlement in the erase ai 
territories. 

Begin's participation was explain- 
ed by one source as “‘necessary since

W. Bank villagers write to Carter, 
Sadat about land ‘seized’ by Israel

A group of landowners from a 
village north-east of Jerusalem. 
on Monday wrote ἣν U.S, President 
Jimmy Carter and’ Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat complaining that 
4,650 dunams of land near their 
homes — most of it privately owned 
— have been fenced off by military 
government workers. 

‘The landowners, from the village 
of Anta, said in their letter that the 
land Is being fenced off during the 
peace talks while it was agreed that 
no such action would be taken. 

They say they were {nformed 18 
months ego by the military govern- 
ment that the land would be closed to 
public access. Military government 


workers then laid out barrels mark- 
ing out the 4,650 dunams — 650 of 
which are public property and the 
rest privately-owned. The land is in- 
tended to be part of the Ma’ale 
Adumim development complex. 

But soon after the initial announce- 
ment the barrels were taken away 
and the landowners reportedly 
assumed that the plan to expropriate 
the Jand had been shelved. A few 
days ago military government 
workers showed up again and 
started to fence off the land. 

Several of the landowners now 
pian to ask the High Court of Justice 
.for an injunction ordering the 
military βονοπτθεῃι to take down 
the fences.

Engineer held in Beit Halohem fraud’ 


HAIFA (Itim). — Consultant 
engineer Saky Rosenhaupt was 
ordered remanded In custody on 
Sunday for eight days asa in 
the Haifa Beit Halohem fraud case. 


After a hearing which stretched 
from Friday morning until Sunday 
evening with a break for shabbat, 
Magistrates’ -Court Judge David 
Bar-Ofir said there are sufficient 
grounds to believe that Rosenhaupt 
could have been involved in breach 
of trust or fraud in conneetion with 
the construction of a centre for in- 
valid veterans in Haifa for the Yad 
Labanim foundation. 


Police say that Rogenhaupt, who- 


was employed by the veterans 
association, helped contractor 
Shalom Avial bill the veterans 
association for 30 tona of steel 
beyond the amount needed to. build 
the centre. This saved Aviai IL400,- 
000 and police allege that 


Rosenhaupt received IL,50,000 of this 
sum. 

Police also say that Rosenhaupt 
and Avial agreed that Rosenha 
a_member of the Beit Halo: em 
téhders committee — would per- 
suade the committee to give the steel 
construction job to Avial. The con- 
tractor in return, police said, 
promised to give the planning work 
in connection with the construction 
to Rosenhaupt's firm — a job worth 
several hundred thousands of 
pounds. 

Avial collapsed under police 
questioning last week and is now in 
the Donolo Hospital. He didnot finish 
making his statement to the police — 
a statement which police say im- 
plicates Rosenhaupt. Judge Bar-Ofir 
found enough evidence in Avial’s un- 
finished statement to rule that police 
should be allowed to question 
Rosenhaupt in a lock-up where there 
would be no fear of intervention with 
potential witnesses.

TEL AVIV (Itim). — An income tax 
officia!. was yesterday sentenced to 
two years in jail and fined IL15,000 
for requesting and accepting bribes. 

Ya'acov Gratb, 54, of Yad Bliahu, 
served with the tax authorities for 
over-24 years.

‘New proposal would abolish long school 


vacation, keep schools open all year

The country’s schools should re- 
main open the whole year round ex- 
cept for three one-week breaks dur- 
ing Succot, Hanukka and Pessah and 
for national holidays. This is the core 
of a proposal, aiming at a radical 
reorganization of the school year, 
recently submitted to the heads of 
the Education by Nabum 
Belles of the chief sctentist’s office at 
the ministry. 

Belles contends that only 220 of the 
290 possible teaching days are ex- 
Ploited by the education system; 2 
restructuring of the school year 
would allow more efficient and 
logical employment of the country’s 
teachers, school buildings, and 
educational facilities. 


The proposal suggests that the 
school year be divided into eight 


short terms of five weeks each, with 
one-week breaks between them. 
Belles stresses that a different 
arrangement (5 possible so long as 
the school terms and intermissions 
are kept short. 

‘The pupils, states the proposal, 
would use the short breaks for rest, 
catching up on material they have 
missed or on subjects in which they 
are weak, and for cultural activities 
and sports. The exact use of the in-- 
termissions would vary from pupil to 
pupil according to individual needs 
and would differ from age group to 
age group. : 

The new system would stress 
choice more than is currently the 
case and the pupils’ range of chaice 
would increase from year to year. 
‘Thus each pupil would have an an- 
nual total of eight weeka’ vacation 
but not necessarily at the same 
times as other pupils. 


According to the proposal, 
teachers will continue to teach a 
com; 220 days in elementary 
schools or 210 days in secondary 
schools. But the new arrangement 
will provide greater opportunity for __ ἡ 
increasing their teaching load (as 
well as their pay). 


The proposal points out that 
Israel's record is one of the world's 
best in terms of the number of 
teaching days per year. It is sur- 
passed only by China (252 in elemen- 
tary school and 240 in secondary 
school), Denmark (240 at both 
levels) and Russia (234). None the . 
less, Belles contends, a ‘fresh look" - 
at the logic of the present structure ᾿ 
of the school year is called for. The 
increased costs of education and the 
general pressures on Israel's 
economy make such a reappraisal 
necessary, he contends.

CAIRO (Reuter!. — Pope John Paul 
ΤΙ has accepted an invitation from 
President Anwar Sadat to Mosiem, 
Christian and Jewish leaders te prey 
on Mount Sinai, the newspaper '‘Aj- 
Gomhouria" quoted Deputy Premier 
Fikry Makram Ebeid as saying 
yesterday. 

However. Vatican spokesman 
Father Romeo Panciroli said in rep- 
ly to a question yesterday that there 
are no pians for the pontiff to visit 
the Sinai at present. “So far no such 
event has been scheduled," Pan- 
ciroli said. 

Ebeid returned from the Vatican 
on Monday after representing Egypt 
at the Installation of the new pope. 

President Sadat said recently that 
he would invite representatives of 
the three religions ta pray on Mount 
Sinai, which is revered by all three, 
once peace between Egypt and 
Israel was concluded. Hbeid said the 
pope accepted the invitation and 
“has expressed his happiness to at- 
tend this historic gathering.” No 


date was fixed for the prayers. 

The pope will leave the Vatican to- 
day for a brief trip to Castel Gan- 
dolfo to greet the population of the 
hilltop community that houses the 
summer residence of popes, 8 
Vatican spokesman asid yesterday. 

While at Castel Gandolfo, the pope 
will also visit the room where Pape 
Paul VI died on August 6. 

In Paris, French authorities are 
holding 2 Pole who has allegedly 
confessed to spying on Polish Roman 
Catholic refugees in France, official 
sources reported yesterday.

Thousands flee as 


raging fires 


LOS ANGELES (AP), — Raging 
brushfires ringed Los Angeles 
yesterday after destroying about 70 
expensive homes. scorching some 
20,000 acres and turning thousands of 
wealthy canyon and beachfront 
residents into refugees. 


Firefighters struggled in vain 
against walls of flame driven by gale 
force desert winds, as columns of 
flame roared about 30 metres into 
the air. Officials said there was no 
hope the fires would be brought un- 
der control quickly. 


The twisting canyon end coast 
roads came alive with animals — 
horses and goats led by soot- 
blackened owners, and snakes, rats 
and other small animals of the brush 
fleeing toward the sea. 

A dozen persons, both firefighters 
and civilians, were hospitalized for 
injuries ranging from smoke inhala- 
tion to burns and broken ribs. 


The hot Santa Ana desert winds, 
nicknamed ‘‘devi] winds" because of 
their history of destruction, were ex- 
pected to subside yesterday.

This meant a fare of 
re-runs of old films for millions of 
French TV addicts with no prospect 
of any early solution to the conflict.

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Keeping a pre-schooler who is sick occupied and happy can be a challenging assignment. 


THE first rains have already fallen, 
signalling the onset of the season of 
viral infections. Even the healthiest 
of children will occasionally be con- 
fined at home, if not in bed. 

For the child who knows how to 
‘read, a few days home from school is 
rarely a big problem; he is usually 
amply compensated for his discom- 
fort by a little tender, loving care 
and time for a special book. The pre- 
schooler, however, illiterate and too 
young for needlework or other han- 
diwork, is a specia? challenge to 
Mama's ingenuity. How do you keep 
him de-activated and off the 
araughty floor and yet sufficiently 
occupied so that he forgets to be 
cross and whiney? 

The following activities are two 
that I have used very successfully 
over the years. Children like them 
because they are so much Hke 
grown-up tasks and yet just enough 
different from the usual nursery 
school activities as to be a treat. And 
mothers like them because the 
necessary materials are few and 
easily available,- and the time in- 
vested in preparing and introducing 
these projects yields a high return in 
terms of an occupied child. 

. Salt Dough : 

This is a smooth-textured dough, 
highly elastic and non-sticky. When 
used on a lightly floured surface, it 
can take all the punishment in roll- 
ing, pounding, tearing and endless 
reshaping that small, sticky fists can 
mete out. As a kinesthetic ex- 
perience, it is far more satisfying 
than plasticene and far less messy 
than clay. The amounts given below 
make a very generous portion, 
enough to fill two small hands to 
overflowing. 

Mix one cup of flour with one- 
fourth cup of salt. Add one-half cup 
of water slowly, as you mix with a 
fork. The amount of water varies 
slightly with the consistency of the 
Nour. If the dough seems too soft, 
add a bit more flour during the 
kneading. 

Knead on a floured surface for at 
least three minutes. Work dough 
with some hard bangs and slaps as 
the: tensile strength of:the finished ;

time immeasurably. Also, you are on 
the spot to stimulate flagging in- 
terest by offering an occasional 
suggestion or a different tool or 
cookie cutter. 

Because I believe that all recipes 
should be kitchen-tested, I tried this 
one out last week as I prepared a 
company dinner, including frosting a 
cake and washing up the pots and 
pans. My favourite four-year-old 
‘was pounding her dough and my ear. 
In two hours she never once descend- 
ed from her perch at the kitchen 
table. Since the time invested for 
both making the dough and cleaning 
the table and utensils afterwards 
was less than 15 minutes, I con- 
sidered it a most worthwhile effort. 
Yarn Balls 

A pre-schooler does not have the 
manual dexterity to roll a bal of 
yarn that will keep its shape, so that 
when he is given a tool to help him 
accomplish this feat, he will be eager 
to “‘work"’ at this activity. The tool of 
choice is a plastic bobbin, the kind 
used for knitting argyle patterns. 
This is a treasure for a child for 
many reasons: it has a nice smooth 
feel, it's pretty to look at, and, best of 
all, it belongs to Mama; 

If you don’t happen to have any 
bobbins, small] pieces of firm card- 
board will do just as well. These may 
be any shape, circular or rec- 
tangular, and should be about six 
centimetres across at the widest 
point. Cut V-abaped notches around 
the perimeter (any number from two 
upward, depending on the shape of 
the ‘cardboard and the skill of the 
operator), and you bave a tool for 
holding the yarn fast until the’ ball 
takes on the desired size and shape.

satisfactory. It does not have to be 
notehed; the yarn is wound through 
the hole and around the bagel over 
and over again. 

Quite apart from the pleasure of 
seeing a finished product, handling 
yarn affords a sensory experience 
that some children find very satisfy- 
ing. A four-year-old will undo the 
same ball many times, twisting and 
retwisting, experimenting with 
different thicknesses of yarn, for the 
sheer pleasure of the doing. 

In the process of ‘winding a ball,” 
children will pull the yarn through 
their fingers, roll it in their palms or 
caress their faces with it, occupying 
themselves quietly for a longer time 
than one would expect. Unlike the 
dough, this is a clean activity that 
ean be done in bed or in the living- 
room while a youngster is con- 
valescing. 


ENTERTAINING and occup: a 
crabby, uncomfortable child is a 
demanding task, When my children 
were little, I wanted to throw the 
book at those authors who exhorted 
me to “be creative and Inventive in 
turning common household objects 
into imaginative playthings."" I 
found it difficult to be creative when 
1 was bone weary and wondering 
how supper was going to get to the 
table. 

Furthermore, when sick days 
happened unexpectedly (don’t they 
always? ), I was fresh out of spoolsto ἡ 
thread, nuts to crack or peasto shell. . 
What I did find marvellously helpful 
was having ideas and exact instruc- 
tions for implementing them noted 
ahead of time. One sick day idea is a 
big old purse, hidden in the closet 
and filled with all kinds of junk, 
which is then “accidentally’’ dis- 
covered. 

Tt is easy to be spontaneous and — 
creative with how-to instructions . 
tucked away — like recipes for left- ἢ 
overs — in a special file. Readers 
who have a special! activity that nas 
been successful are invited to share 
them with the rest of us. Just 
describe the activity and the 
materials needed, and be sure to 
mention the age of the child who 
used it. Come January, when the 


- days are rainy and ‘noses runny, your 


ideas may be very welcome.

AS HE did recently, Bernstein again 
featured a Mendelssohn symphony. 
He also offered the twin sister of 
Tehaikovsky’s ‘‘Francesca da 
Rimini,'" the deeply inspiring 
Overture-Fantasy from "Romeo and 
Juliet." 

Bernstein thus juxtaposed, as in 
his first programme, the purely 
classical and the romantic. The 
classical work, Mendelssohn's 
“Italian symphony," 1s all sunshine, 
galety and happiness. Under 
Bernstein’s baton, as in the perfor- 
mance of the ‘'Reformation’’ 
symphony, the result was neither 
programmatic nor subjective. It 
seemed to project the universal, 
something with which everyone 
could identify. And Bernstein 
created a brilliant orchestral sound, 
setting a pace that propelled the 
piece forward with irresistible 
energy. 

Then came Tchaikovaky's 
“Romeo and Juliet,” a masterpiece 


played with unerring technical 
brilliance, But- the conductor did 
something more. ‘This work has been 
50 stroggly identified with 
Shakespeare’ 's tragedy that it is dif- 
ficult to ignore certain conndtations. | 
Bernstein succeeded again in . 
creating a universe] feeling of 
tragedy and doom, rather than par- 
ticular feelings or moods related toa 
particular person or situation. The 
result was overwhelming. I have 
never heard this passionate work in- 
terpreted as Bernstein did. It is hard 
to find sufficient superlatives to 
describe his achievement. 


THE SECOND part of the concert 
was dedicated to two of Bernstein's 
own pieces. One was “Fancy Free,"" 
ballet music composed in 1944. It is 
Bernstein at his best and in 
respects similar to his “West Side 
Story.” The second work, brilliantly 
orchestrated, but otherwise ‘ex- 
tremely superficial, was the By 

ture "Slava," written for 
Rostropevich's opening concert with 
the Washington D.C. National 
Symphony Orchestra. 

“Fancy Free," like many other 
Bernstein works, evokes the spirit of 
New York. Strongly influenced by 
Stravinaky's ‘“‘Sacre,"" this music, 
with its Jazzy moods and rhythmical 
inventiveness, often turned the 
orchestra into a huge symphonic 
jazz band. Listening to the seven 
movements was a rewarding ex- 
perience. 

What is really remarkable in 
Bernstein's music is the tragic un- 
dercurrent. Bernstein's gaiety has a 
grotesque, often even cipwnish, 
character. Clownishness, as we 
iknow, is rather close to the expres- 
‘sion of human tragedy.

AT “TOP-BOTTOM" scoring (called 
match points in many places), it oc- 
easionally is good bridge to risk the 
contract in the pursuit of an over- 
trick. Suppose you are in a safe three 
no trump contract that everyone will 
reach. As you see the dummy you 
know that a favourable lead, which 
you did not receive, would 
automatically give the declarer an 
over trick, and that just making your 
contract will result in a below 
average score. Should you be set one 
trick, you have little to lose. And 
since you play to win, you must try to 
capture that over-trick.

Short of such a political charter, 
underwritten by outside powers, 
they prefer the status quo. 

They seem to be indifferent to the 
corollaries: That war in our region 
~— from which they may be the first 
to suffer — may remain endemic; 
that another generation of 
Palestinians will grow up with 
bitterness in their hearts instead of a 
voice and an actual role in their own 
affairs; that they will remain pawns 
in the hands of every Arab kinglet or 
dictator; that utopian dreams and 
political schemes concocted in 
sterile intellectual debate will fill the 


τ᾿ void of concrete daily achievement. 


As one who believes that the form 
in which a nation chooses to express 
itself can be only its own business — 
and who has never been inet a 
Palestinian state —- I can perhaps af- 
ford some harshness in the criticism 
of the Palestinians’ present attitude. 

That criticism does not spring 


from any moral concern for their | 


fate — although there would be no 
shame in such a sentiment since a 
common, if antagonistic, history has 
thrust upon us a part in shaping that 
fate and has, therefore, made us co- 
responsible. 

Such co-responsibility makes it in- 
cumbent upon Israel to contribute its 
share to solving the conflict. What 
that contribution ought to be has 
been a matter of incessant debate in 
Israel. The debate was, until Sadat 
came to Jerusalem, sterile — a 
monologue that never developed into

SOME AMONG US still Belleve that 
this need not have been, thet maar 
might have opened a ha 
earller and that it should have 
80 out of enlightened elfdnterest 
But such internal controversy is 
not only no conoern of the 
Palestinians, but has become irrelo- 


vant in Igrael itself, 

The events of the last 12° months 
have set. a concrete stage and 
produced a definitive script — the 
Camp David agreements.. That is 
now, in terms of political reality, the 
only framework to which any of the 
parties concerned can usefully and 
meaningfully relate. 

Co-responsibility for the solution ‘of 
the Palestinian problem in all its 
aspects — to use the language of the 
Camp David agreements — also 
means that the Palestinians may do 
well to ponder‘thefr own share in it. 
. They may do well to remember 
that their post-1987 plight — and that 
is the only one that is now at issue — 
resulted directly from the folly of the 
little ethnarch in Amman. He was, in 
June, 1967, literally begged to desist 
from jofning in the war — but, witha 
political and strategic acumen that 
dg in inverse pro; to his per- 
sonal courage, chased all-Arab glory 
and ended with Palestinian disaster. 

Co- “responsibility also warrants 
some reflection ‘on how politically. 
useful the Rabat resolutions and the 
Palestinian Covenant have been and 
what political realism adherence to 
them today reflects, 

Co-responsihility also implies that 
the Palestinians should remember 
how uniformly and consistently any 
Israeli overture towards them has πὸ 
far been rejected — even including 
those made by a minority that wag, 
admittedly, without political power 
bat had ἃ nominal influence, and 
which suggested genuine peace in 
exchange for agreed withdrawal, 
even up to the 1967 boundaries. 

Not only the content of such over- 
tures, but the very meetings in which 
they were diacussed, were denied. 

Co-responsibility, for both sides, 
means that there ‘is a community of 
objective interest. Many in Israei 
are convinced that continued rule 
over the Palestinian Arabs ia an acid 
that corrodes Israel's society, cor- 
rupta it morally and throws it 
backwards economically, and that 
intransigence ia therefore destruc- 
tive for Israel. Just so, the 
Pajestinians may do well to consider 
that rejectionism wili only prolong 
their humillating condition and will 
not bring them one step closer to 
self-determination.
